The Biſhop of Rome hath no Juris diction in this 
Realm of E1gland. 

The Laws of the Realm may puniſh Chziſtian 
men with death koꝛ hainous and grievous Offences. 

It is lawful fo2 Chꝛiſtian men, at the command: 
ment of the Magiſtrate, to wear TUeapons, and 
ſerve in the TUars. |
